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This brief update of "Boston Business Trends" (December 1982) 
incorporates the most recent data (1981) from County Business Patterns, 
Massachusetts. The nine tables provide a profile of economic structure 
and trends for Suffolk County’ and Massachusetts 1970-76 and 1976-81. 
The selected years highlight the distinct experiences during the 
national recessions of 1970-71 and 1974-75, the recovery 1976-1980 and 
subsequent downturn in 1981. 


Suffolk County fared poorly during the recessions of the 1970s. 
Its sixteen percent decline in employment was harsh compared to the 
three percent decline in Massachusetts (see Tables 4B, 9B). 


However, from 1976-1981, Suffolk County expanded its employment by 
sixteen percent while the Commonwealth grew at a rate of 23 percent. 
Over the five years, the County maintained a twenty percent share of 
private employment in Massachusetts (see Tables 5A, B). 


In terms of economic structure, the Commonwealth's manufacturing 
sector maintained a large role (29 percent in 1981), while Suffolk 
County's manufacturing sector dropped to twelve percent of total 
employment (Tables 2A, 7A). From 1970-1981, wholesale and retail trade 
held constant shares of total state employment, but a shrinking portion 
of Suffolk County employment (see Tables 2B, 7B). 


Suffolk County's specialization in services and finance was evident 
(Table 2B): the two sectors accounted for 56 percent of County private 
employment in 1981. In contrast, services and finance made up 36 
percent of Massachusetts employment.
